FAMILIES LIMITED 
TOFIVE POUNDS OF 
SUGAR IN 10 DAYS 


Retail Dealers Will Be Allowed 
Only Five Hundred Pounds 
in Same Period. 


NO SHORTAGE IN CITY 


Regulations Issued to Conserve 
Supply and Prevent Famine 
in the Future. 


Retailers are limited to 500 pounds 
of sugar in 10 days and the consumer 
to 5 pounds within the same period, 
under the provisions of instructions 
sent to all wholesalers by the Food 
Administration Committee of St. 
Louis. , 

Samuel P. Goddard, member of 
the food committee, said today that 
the instructions are issued in accord- 
ance with information just received 
from Food Administrator Hoover, 
and that every means at the com- 
mand of’ the local administration 
will be used in enforcing the new ar- 
rangement. 

In cases where the retailer can 
prove conclusively that the 6500- 
pound limit is not sufficient to sup- 
ply his customers, Goddard — said 
the committee will give perims- 
sion to the wholesaler to sell an ad- 
ditional 600 pounds. The committee, 
he said, expects all retailerato so ad- 
just their sales that the maximum 
fixed will be enough. 

Three Pounds a Month. 

The National Food Administration 
has asked every person in the United 
States to limit consumption of sugar 
to three pounds a month. It has 
been shown that two pounds of sug- 
ar will last about 10 days in a family 
of two persons, if conservation rules 
are observed. 

In rural districts the Food Com- 
mittee will permit the consumer to 
buy a maximum of 10 pounds. This 
is to accommodate the farmer who 
does not get into town often. 

“There is no shortage of sugar in 
St. Louis,” Goddard said, “and 
there will be none if the rules sug- 
gested by the national and local 
food administrations are observed by 


' dealer and consumer.” 


Revises Price List. 


The Food Committee yesterday re- | 


vised i¢s official price list, issued 
last week and containing the fair 
maximum price which the consumer 
should pay the retailer for’ eight 
staple food commodities. 

Although sugar dropped 10-100ths 
of a cent a pound to the retailer, the 
price remains the same to the con- 
sumer, 8 1-3 to 9 cents a> pound. 
First grade package butter has been 
raised from 57 and 59 cents to 58 
and 60 cents a pound, and _ first 
grade tub butter to 55 and 57 cents 
a pound, an increase of 1 cent. Stor- 
age butter is made a new grade at 
48 and 60 cents a pound. 
oleomargarine is 29 and 30 cents a 
pound, a decrease from 
cents. Two grades of oleomargarine 
were addede to the list, grade 1 sell- 
ing for 34 and 35 cents a pound and 
grade 3 ai 27 and 28 cents. 

No. 2 select fresh eggs are priced 
at 56 and 67 cents a dozen, an in- 
crease from 54 and 57 cents, and 
first-grade storage eggs have de- 
creased from 45 to 40 cents, and No. 
2 from 40 to 36 cents a dozen. 

Turkeys came down in price yes- 
terday and reports to the commit- 
tee indicate that the price may go 
lower before Christmas. No. 1 fancy 
dressed turkeys were reduced from 
38 and 40 cents a pound to 36 and 
38° cents. Large shipments of rab- 
bits continue to come into the city 
and the price was reduced to 20 and 
25 cents each, from 25 and 30 cents 
last week. 

More Articles on List. 

The price-interpreting council, 
composed of about 40 retailers and 
wholesalers, will meet with the Food 
Committee tomorrow afternoon and 
make a general revision of the 
prices, and add other commodities. 
Corn meal, rice, condensed milk and 
several other staple food articles 
oh ae will be placed on the price

CANADA APPROVES 
CONSCRIPTION AND 
SIR ROBERT BORDEN 


English Speaking Sections Go 
Solidly for Return of Premier 
and Union Government. 


VICTORY IS DECISIVE 


Quebec, Nova Scotia and Prince 
Edward Island Carried 
by Laurier. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Dec. 18.—-The 
English-speaking sections of Canada 
yesterday voted solidly for conscrip- 
tion and the return of the Union Gov- 
ernment, with Sir Robert Borden at 
its head. The French and the Ger- 


man-speaking parts of the country 
voted against the Borden Govern- 
ment and for the election of Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier as Prime Minister. The 
predominance of the English speak- 
ing element in the Dominion makes 
the return of the Union Government 
with Sir Robert Borden at its head 
a certainty. 

Tremendous majorities for suc- 
cessful candidates on both sices con- 
stitute the striking feature of the 
election. So great are the majorities 
of the Borden candidates and so large 
are the majorities given Liberal can- 
didates in the Liberal constituencies, 
that the soldier vote when :t i3 re- 
ceived and applied to the domestic 
ryote will make little difference. 

The only effect of-the soldier veda 


the Premier from about thirty to 
some forty seats, and will make it 
easier for the Borden ministry to 
carry on its administration. 

Where the soldier vote is likely to 
work changes isin the case of several 
Nova Scotia ridings, where maiori- 
ties for Liberal members of less than 
200 on the domestic yeturns are like- 
ly to be overcome and reverse-l by 
the vote of the men in the trenches.

All the Cabinet ministers are elect- 
ed with the exception of two French 
Ministers from Quebec, Albert Sevig- 
ny and P. Blondin. Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier was beaten in the city of Ottawa 
by 500, but was elected for a Quebec 
City seat by almost 2000 majority. 


HOW TO TREAT AIRPLANES

WASHINGTON, Dee. 18.—Rules 
for the public in its treatment of 
army airplanes forced down by acci- 
dent are contained in a_ resolution 
adopted by the Aircraft Board in 
anticipation of the inereasing num- 
ber of student aviators who soon 
will be flying in all parts of the 
country. 

When a machine comes down the 
public is warned to keep away from 
it as soon as it is established the avi- 


ator is uninjured, and not to toucn! 


its contvols or instruments. If no

lice are required to furnish protec- 
tion for the machine. 

When a machine falls out of con- 
trol and is wrecked, the authorities 
|are urged to see that no part of the 
wreckage is disturbed except to the 
extent necessary to free the aviator.

similar accidents. Railroads are 
requested to ask all employes ‘to 
keep watch for aviators landing i?

PIEZ SUCCEEDS HARRIS 


Chicago Business Man Appointed

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—Investi- 
gation of the delays in building the 
American merchant marine by the 
Shipping Board and the Emergen- 
cy Fleet Corporation was ordered to- 
day by the Senate, which rushed 
through a resolution by Senator Har- 
ding of Ohio, after vigorous crtti- 
cism by several Senators of the fail- 
ure to produce shrps. 

Representative Edmonds of Penn- 
sylvania also offered a resolutien in 
the House for an investigation of 
the Shipping Board. 

The investigation will be conduct- 
ed by the Senate Commerce Com- 
mittee. In the comprehensive 
quiry authorized the committee was 
directed to investigate the “plans 
and progress and all matters in 
connection with the building of 
merchant ships” of the shipping 
board and fleet corporation, with a 
view to make remedial recommenda- 
tions to Congress.

There is no basis in reason or just expectation for the long-cherished belie? 
that after delays, disorders, domestic strife, Russia would return to the allies. 
Russia will not return,-and, despite all reasoning to the contrary, Russia was 
lost not at.the moment when the reyolution gained control, but at the hour 
when Sturmer and his reactionary associates sold their country out to Ger- 

many in the hope of preventing the revolution, 
It is an easy assertion, frequently . 


again-and again, in our assertion 
that we are fighting for democracy. 
Russia Is Out to Stay. 

In sum, it is essegitial to recognize 
that Russia has leff our alliance, that 
never was there any chance of, re- 
taining her after the revoiution and 
there is not the smallest prospect of 
regaining her now. This war was 
‘not declared with the consent of the 
Russian people; they, were never en- 
gaged in honor to fight it—they have 
not deserted a cause to which their 
loyalty was engaged. They have 
blindly, unwisely, madly-—the ad- 
jective does not matter—but unmis- 
takably rejected a share in it; they 
are gone and we who are left must 
face the fact, fight on as we can and 
make the greater effort that will 
now be demanded to attain the end, 
which we all desire to attain, the 
protection of liberty, the assertior of 
law, the defense of humanity.

HOOVE RAGAIN FAILS TO GET 
HEARING AT SUGAR INQUIRY 


Refiner Testifies He Warned Food 
Administrator Stories of Short- 
age Would Do Harm. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—Food 
Administrator Hoover today made 
another ineffectual attempt to be 
heard at the Senate sugar investiga- 
tion. Chairman Reed said that 
while he wished to treat Hoover with 
all courtesy he saw no reason why 
witnesses waiting to testify should be 
displacéd at this time. 

Sugar men saw the danger of a 
shortage early last spring because of 
fictitious stories of a famine and lat- 
er when they began to realize the 
large amounts being sent abroad, 
Earl A. Babst, president of the 
American Sugar Refining Co., today 
testified before the Senate Investi- 
gating Committee. Babst said that 
in May he warned Hoover that fam- 
ine stories circulated in February 
and March would have a serious ef- 
fest and again in June predicted to 
Hoover a shortage this fall because 
so much sugar was being sent 
abroad. 

Babst pointed out that his com- 
pany advertised extensively during 
the summer that there was no pros- 
pect of a shortage if people would 
not hoard and added that his com- 
pany took only two foreign orders 
after June 28. These, he said, were 
filled at the earnest plea of the Brit- 
ish royal commission that some 
sugar was needed there. The total 
shipped abroad this year, he testi- 
fied, was 423,000 tons.

The Night Inspection.

I know that by the time I had been 
along. the whole lot, round several 
hundred traverses, and up dozens of 
communication trenches and saps, all 
my mariner-like ability for finding 
i'my way back to Neuve Eglise had 
| Those guides were ab- 
solutely necessary in order to get us 
back to the headquarters farm.’ One 
wants a compass, the pole star and 
plenty of hope ever to gef across 
those enormous prairies—known as 
fields out there—and reach the place 
at. the other side one wants to get 
to. It is a long study before you 
really learn tHe simplest and best 
way’ up to your own bit of trench; 
but when it comes to learning every- 
body else’s way up as well (as a ma- 
chine gunner has to), it needs a 
long and painful’ course of instruc- 
tion—higher branches of this art 
consisting of not only knowing the 
way up, but the safest way up. 

The night we carried out this tour 
of inspection we were all left in a 
fog as to how we had gone to and 
returned from the trenches. After 
we had got in we knew, by long ex- 
amination of the maps, how every- 
thing lay, but it was some time be- 
fore we had got the real practical 
hang of it all. f 

Our return journey from the in- 
spection was a pretty silent affair. 
We all knew these were a nasty set 
of trenches. Not half so pleasant 
as the Plugstreet ones. The con- 
versations we had with the present 
cwners made it quite clear that 
warm times were the vogue round 
there.

|Manager of Club Asserts State 


Senator Was Called on to See 
the Police. 


DENIED BY THE SENATOR 


Tickets and Dance Checks Were 
Sold, Each Good for a Glass 
of Beer. 


Application for naturalization, 
made by C. Miriani, manager of the 
North Italian-American Mercantile 
Co., a club with a saloon and dance 
hall at 6200 Shaw avenue, reveals 
that the club for years has sold dance 
tickets on Sunday, each of which is 


good for a glass of beer, and that 
State Senator Mike Kinney was 
called on to “fix” the police for a 
particularly large benefit last Sunday 
for St. Ambrogio Church, 2115 Coop- 
er street, at which hundreds of tick- 
ets that had been sold were accept- 
ed in payment for beer. 

Senator Ixinney denies that he did 
“fixing,’’ but Chief of Police 
Young says Kinney told him that 
the beer was to be given away. 

When Miriani applied for nat- 
uralization it appeared from his 
answers to questions that he was 
manager and barkeeper of a saloon 
which disposed of 80 to 100 kegs of 
beer a week, principally on Saturday 
night and Sunday, when dance tick- 
ets bought on the premises were 
accepted in lieu of cash for the beer. 
He said a big dance was’to be given 
the next Sunday, at which beer aas 
to be disposed of on that plan and 
that Senator Kinney had fixed it so 
that the police would not interfere. 

Excise Commissioner Informed. 

Mr. R. Bevington, Chief Natural- 
ization Examiner, wrote to Excise 
Commissioner Lewis, laying the facts 
before him and stating that the sale 
of liquor on Sunday by any subter- 
fuge was illegal and asking if een- 
ator Kinney or the police had an; 
right to waive the law. 

Commissioner Lewis replied that 
it was illegal to sell beer on Sunday, 
and neither Senator Kinney nor the 
police had a right to waive the law, 
but that his information was that the 
beer was not sold by the dramshop, 
and therefore the Excise Commis- 
sioner had no jurisdiction. 

L. C. Barbaglia, secretary of the 
club, said to a Federal official that 
the club had nothing to do with last 
Sunday’s affair except to fix things 
with the police. “ 
ney,” he said, “anf he fixed things 
with Chief Young.” The beer was 
taken to the club’s hall, above its sa- 
loon, in the name of its president, I. 
Oldani. 

Senator Kinney’s Version. 

Kinney said today that Father L. 
Carotti, pastor of the church, and 
Secretary Barbaglia called on him 
and told him seweral kegs of beer 
had been donated for the church ben- 
efit and asked his advice about sell- 
ing it on Sunday. “I told them,’ he 
said, “that I didn’t see why the po- 
lice should interfere, but I went no 
further.’’ 

Chief Young said: ‘Kinney called 
on me last week and said the priest 
had told him he was going to give 
a bazar in the parish hall Sunday, 
for which some beer had been do- 
nated, which they wanted to give 
away, and wanted to know if the po- 
lice would interfere. I told him there 
was no law against giving it away, 
but I called Capt. Hanna of the 
Mounted Digtrict and told him to see 
that no beer was sold at the bazar. 
I have never heard of the club and 
did not know that beer was sold for 
dance tickets. I have ordered Capt. 
Hanna to make an investigation of 
the club.” 


BAKER EXPLAINS PURPOSE OF 
NEWLY CREATED WAR COUNCIL 


Declares Body Is Not Result of Con- 
,gressional Inquiry, and That It 
Will Not Hamper General Staff. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—In ex- 
planation of the new war council he 
has created, Secretary Baker said it 
was not in any way a result of con- 
gressional inquiry. The Secretary 
said it was to deal with larger prob- 
lems facing the department in its 
war preparatiohs and did not infringe 
on the functions of the general staff. 
Questions of supply and equipment 
rather than military operations, 
therefore, probably will be within the 
jurisdiction of the new body. 

It is planned that at least one 
member of the council shall be fresh 
from France at all times, in order to 
keep the department in close touch 
with affairs at the front. Mr. Baker 
said he had no present plan of visit- 
ing Gen. Pershing’s forces himself. 

The council is made up of the Sec- 
retary, the Assistant Secretary, the 
Chief of Staff, the Provost Marshal 
General, the Quartermaster General, 
and the chiefs of artillery and ord- 
nance. , The three latter will be re- 
lieved of their present duties to de- 
vote their entire time to the council. 

Major-General Goethals has been 
offered the post of Quartermaster 
General to succeed Major-General 
Sharpe and it is understood that 
Brigadjer-General John D. Barrette 
has been selected to succeed Major- 
General Weaver as Chief of Artiliery.

HOME OF COVERNOR 
OF CALIFORNIA | 
DAMAGED BY BOM 


No Motive Conceived for What 
Appears to Have Been At- 
tempt to Kill Executive. 


FAMILY ESCAPES INJURY 


Gov. William D. Stephens and 
Members of Household Were 
Asleep at the Time. 


SACRAMENTO, Cal., Dec. 18.— 
Police were without a clew today to 
the identity of the persons thought 
to be responsible for the explosion 
which damaged the official residence 


of Gov. William D. Stephens late last 
night. Gov. Stephens and members 
of his household were asleep in the 
building, but none was injured. The 
mansion was only slightly damaged. 

Police today attributed the explo- 
sion to dynamite but rejected the 
theory that the explosive had been 
thrown against a southwest founda- 
tion from an alleyway, a distance of 
approximately 40 feet. It was point- 
ed out that a charge of dynamite 
could have been placed against the 
rear of the house while the watch- 
man was making his rounds. 

Hole Blown in Wall. 

Police and spectators who rushed 
to the scene of the xplosion found 
a hole blown through the brick foun. 
dation into the basement luandry. 
The bricks and debris from this ex- 
plosion fell inward. A smal! hole 
was blown in the ground. outside. 
There was no fire. From these indi- 
cations and others, the police said 
there was every reason to believe 
dynamite or a like explosive had 
been used. No fragments of metal 
were found, and this was thought 
to indicate that the explosive had 
simply been banked against’ the 
foundation wall. 

The laundry was directly beneath 
the Governor’s bedroom on the sec- 
ond floor, and the windows-of this 
room were shattered. Examination 
of the mansion showed that some 
windows rémained intact, and the 
building was not greatly damaged 

The site of the executive mansion 
presented few difficulties to any pe>- 
son wishing to damage it or its in- 
mates. It stands at a street inter- 
section and is surrounded by a low 
fence, except in the rear. Shade 
trees on the lawn would aid in the 
fulfillment of such a project. A row 
of low-branched trees stands behind 
the house, and 50 feet from the cor- 
1.er at which the explosion occurred 
is a garage. A five-toot wire fence 
at the back is topped with barbed 
wire. 

Watchman Saw No One. 

The first concern of the Governor 
was for his watchman, and when he 
found no one had been injured he 
joined Chief of Police I? M. Conrad 
and Captain of Detectives Arthur 
Ryan in studying the result of the 
explosion. Later he secluded him- 
self in a hotel. 

Henry Claussen, night watchman, 
said he made an inspection at the 
corner of the building where the ex- 
Plosion occurred just a few minutes 
before the blast was heard, and 
found nothing. He said a scheme he 
had devised for detecting whether 
the gates had been opened indicat- 
ed plainly that no one passed 
through them. The last person ad- 
mitted was a Chinese servant, who 
returned to the mansion about 11:30 
p.m. Police Say the explosion hap- 
pened between that hour and—mid- 
night. 

No motive has been concelved yet 
for what is thought to have been an 
attempt on the life of the Governor. 
It was pointed out by friends that 
his official life as Governor since he 
succeeded United States Senator 
Johnson has been entirely free from 
threatning letters, even from persons 


who may have had fancied griev-,

LONDON, Dec. 18.—The first de- 
tafled account of the British entry 
into Jerusalem is now at hand.

of the Turk without a British bullet 
or shell being directed against its 
walls, or so much as @& stone being 
scratched. The Turks were forced 
to withdraw by Gen. Allenby’s strate- 
gy and the valor of his army. Tur- 
kish artillery fired from a position 
close to the city, and enemy guns 
thundered from the Mount of Olives, 
but of our fire the inhabitants could 
make out’ nothing more than the 
distant rumble of guns and bursts of 
musketry. 

“Gen. Allenby put the sanctity of 
the Holy City before every other con- 
sideration.and approached only when 
the pressure of his troops in the 
mountains west and northwest forced 
the enemy to yield. 

“There were no flags hoisted and 
there-was no enemy flag to haul 
down. There were no soldier shouts 
of triumph over the defeated foe, 
but just a short military procession 
into the Mount Zion portion of the 
city, 200 yards from the walls. The 
ceremony was full of dignity and 
the simplicity of its gignfficance was 
not lost on the population, who saw 
in it the end of the Turkish regime 
and the beginning of a new era of 
freedom and justice for all classes 
and creeds.

“Close to the Jaffa gate, whose 
iron doors are rarely opened, is a 
wide breach made in the old walls to 
permit the, Kaiser’s entry when he 
visited Jerusalem in 1898. This was 
not used for today's historic proces- 
sion. Gen. Allenby entered by the 
ancient gate which is known to Arabs 
as “The Friends.”

How one may help win the war, 
have a nice front yard and make @ 
little money on the side by raising 
foxglove is explained in a recent ap- 
peal by the Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

Foxglove is known to pharmaceu- 
tical chemists as digitalis and is the 
most valuable heart stimulant in use. 
It is used: in the form of leaves as @ 
tincture and as a fluid extract, but 
most commonly as a tincture. The 
average plant produces one-tenth of 
a pound of leaves. A pound of leaves 
yields 10 pints of tincture, or ney 
37,000 doses. 

It was said at Shaw’s Garden that 
100 foxglove plants will grow in a 
square yard of ground. Thus a per- 
son can have a flower)bed six by 
three feet, and produce in two years

The amendment is not a war measure because 
at -least three years and possibly seven will be 
required to settle it. It is an anti-war measure 
because the fight will take place during the 
period of the war and will seriously interrupt 
national unity in war work and war measures. 
It will divert vast sums of money to the pro and 
anti propagandas and campaigns which ought 
to be expended in the support of the war. 
Congress has adopted ample legislation for the 
control of the manufacture of liquor during the 
war. Whisky-making has been prohibited and 
the manvfacture of beer and wine may be sus- 
pended and their alcoholic contents regulated 
by the President. 

The battle may be futile. It is hardly likely 
that 36 states will agree to control all the states 
in the matter of liquor. The question of the 
right of each State to govern the conduct of its 
own citizens in the use of liquor, which does 
not arise in State campaigns for prohibition, will 
appeal to many voters, particularly in the dry 
South. 

If the amendment should be adopted its en- 
forcement would require an army of United 
States officers and heavy mee opreerens by 
Congress.

AN EXPERT COULD BE USEFUL. 

Employment.-.of an expert skilled in traction 
matters is opposed by’ certain Aldermen on the 
ground that his services are not needed.

THE QUESTIONNAIRES. 
The draft questionnaires, to determine as near- 
ly as possible the order of service in the national 
army of some 9,000,000 registered men in the 
United States, are being sent out by the local 
boards. The last of them will be in the mails on 
Jan. 10. 
In St. Louis approximately 70,000 men will re- 
ceive the questionnaires and they must be filled 
out and returned within seven days of receipt. 
Five per cent of the papers are being sent out 
daily. 
The questionnaires, while made up with skill 
and clarity, will no doubt present many puzzling 
problems to registered men. Of course it was im- 
possible for the Provost Marshal to prepare a list 
of questions that would suit every individual 
case; in fact, there are few registrants who will 
be able to answer all the questions affhand. 
To provide for this emergency legal advisory 
boards, made up of men thoroughly grounded in 
the details of the selective draft law and reg- 
ulations, have been provided for each ward. They 
will be stationed daily at the ward headquarters, 
prepared to solve &ll difficulties arising from the 
questionnaires. 
It is exceedingly important that all young men 
answer the questions proerly in order to avoid 
an injustice to themselvce*, their families and 
their country. Do not hesiiate to ask questions. 
The exemption board’s headquarters cannot be 
far from your home and the men there will be 
glad to answer questions. The questionnaire 
when once filled out and delivered is irrevocable. 
Be sure that all of your answers are correct lest 
you inadvertently put yourself in the position of 
attempting to avoid service or getting into it 
when you should be exempted.

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H. C. BARNABEE’S UNUSUAL CAREER. 
The late Henry Clay Barnabee played a rath- 
er important part during America’s salad days in 
music. 

He united gifts as a comedian with a good, 
round, singing voice and as long ago as 1854 
‘was appearing in public entertainments as an 
amateur, or at least only a semiprofessional. He 
was a long time graduating from the church 
choir onto the theater stage, but in 1865, when 
33 years of age, felt justified in giving up the 
commercial employment in which he previously 
earned a part of his income. For many years he 
figured in the amusement world as a sort of one- 
man concert troupe, giving a species of musical 
monologue which must have been rather satis-. 
fying to our fathers, for in 1879, when nearing 
the age of 50, he became a member of the Bos- 
ton Ideal Opera Co. and entered on the career 
with. which middle-aged theatergoers are most 
familiar. Barnabee’s great popularity with the 
public in “Pinafore,” “Robin Hood” and other 
comic operas was all won during the final 30 
years of his long life. How he maintained this 
favor at a period when voices deteriorate and 
the artifices of funmakers become stale was one 
of the wonders of the American stage. It was 
said that he eould not read music and sang only 
by ear. 

He must be credited with some noteworthy in- 
fluence in the development and cultivation of 
American «musical taste, or at least he was a 
conspicuous member of organizations to which 
credit in that direction is due and which achieved 
financial and artistic success at a time when 
there were small rewards for the average domestic 
aspirant for a musical career. The gratitude of 
tens of thousands of Americans who are indebt- 
ed to him for evenings of genuine, wholesome en- 
joyment eneria him to his long rest.
